agreement and the charter of 
the United Nations was pre- 
ceded several days ago by 
heavy concentration of Is- 
raeli troops in the area." 


As a result of "this new 


wave of aggression perpe- 
trated by the Israeli authori- 
ties," Tarazi asserted, he was 
asking for an urgent council 
meeting. In cases involving 
complaints from two or more 
countries, the council's prac- 
tice has been to lump them 
together for a single debate.

In answering the criticism of nuclear 


physicist Dr. Edward Teller against t h e 
nuclear test ban treaty, President Kennedy 
made two major points. He noted first of 
nil that such criticism is not necessarily 
the deciding factor in the issue. He seemed 
to be assuring the nation that disagree- 
ment on the test ban treaty with Russia 
should cause no more alarm than would 
disagreement on other subjects of national 
and international importance. 


Also, the President asked the nation to 


consider the alternatives to the test ban 


treaty. This is where 
the 
feelings of 
Dr. 


Teller come into con- 
flict with those of a 
majority of the people 


of this nation. What Dr. Teller has said 
in effect is that there is no way oul for 
us in our conflict with communism other 
than that which we might find through the 
force of arms. President Kennedy has been 
asked if he can "prove" there are no side 
agreements with Russia in connection with 
the nuclear test ban treaty. The request is 
an insulting one and. of course, cannot 
be met. 


Likewise, no one can prove that Dr. 


Teller is right or wrong. In this matter of 
the test ban treaty and all of our relations 
with Russia, the best we can do is rely 
upon our own ability to figure out each 
and every situation as we become involved 
in it. There never has been and never will 
be any guarantee of complete and absolute 
safety from aggression by one nation against 
another. 


It is quite possible that Russia has 


some sinister motive in coming to a test 
ban agreement with the United States and 
that we could end up sorry in the long- 
run that we had been a party to the agree- 
ment. Again, it is impossible to guarantee 
that Russia will keep the treaty or that 
she will not take advantage of it in some 
way or another. 


But in the matter of the alternatives, 


there also are no guarantees. If we con- 
tinued the testing of nuclear bombs, there is 
no guarantee that we would develop a weap- 
on superior to that which Russia might pro- 
duce. There is no guarantee that we would 
ever come up with a defense against the 
ballistic missile or that Russia would not do 
so first. There is no guarantee today that \vu 
will beat Russia to a landing on the moon 
but we appear to be engaged in the contest 
just the same. The important thing to un- 
derstand in all of this is that there is no 
avenue of action for us down which we 
will find any guarantee. If we must have 
a guarantee of our safety or of victory

over communism, Uicn we are defeated in 
the very beginning because there simply 
is no such thing as such a guarantee. 


The question, then, is what pcth appears 


to offer the greatest safety and security 
for our people. This dues not mean that 
we seek our lives at the expense of our 
freedom, that we accept any Ideology or 
any principle just for the privilege of be- 
ing alive. When we seek our safety and 
security, we do so within Ihe framework 
of known essentials. The safety we seek 
Is the safety to continue to work and live 
as we have done throughout the history of 
our nation. Our safety constitutes our form 
of government, our economic system and 
our social order. We would find no safety, 
quite obviously. In the destruction of all 
that for which we stand today, but rather, 
would find only our complete defeat:

It is the safety, the preservation of our 


way of life that is sought through the test 
ban agreement, even granting that it can- 
not be absolutely certain that this is what 
it will do. The theory advanced by Dr. 
Teller appears all too fatalistic to have any 
appeal. It is based on a premise of force 
and if force is all that is left in the world 
today, then even what we have and what 
we stand for aren't much worth protect- 
ing, anywav. 


Certainly \\e Intend (n maintain a mili- 


tary position, including space, which we 
consider equal to or superior to that which 
is held by any other nation of the world. 
We do not intend to become n strict pacifistic 
nation. Hut what is the purpose of this 
strength? Its purpose Is to withstand a 
threat from without, not to exploit others 
from within ourselves.

form of squint. 


You also have been an 


acute observer of *babics. 
They have to learn to focus 
by trial and error, until they 
hit on the right way to make 
their eyes track. 


If, a little older than baby- 


hood, a child has difficulty, 
it usually is most notice- 
able when hc tries to focus 
at close range — on a toy, or 
a picture, perhaps. 


But all sorts of variants 


are possible. It may seem 
to affect only one eye, or 
both, or may shift from one 
eye to the other. The eye 
may turn inward, outward, 
up or down.

to wall off the infected place. 
At the same time other con- 
stituents of the blood (the 
white cells) actively attack 
the germs which arc causing 
the infection. 


Scpticcmia means that the 


germs have broken past this 
barrier and gotten into the 
bloodstream. 


Yes. it is "really curab'V 


but like anything else, so.nc 
cases are more severe than 
others and if not checked, 
can be 
deadly. 
However, 


once the blood has been 
cleared of the germ, the at- 
tack is over. 


Scpticemia can be caused 


by almost any of the particu- 
larly virulent germ organ- 
isms, but the 
commonest 


are streptococcus or staphy- 
lococcus ("strep" or"staph" 
germs). 


Usually 
the 
infection 


spreads from some site in 
the skin, but it can follow 
a tooth extraction (assuming 
that the tooth is infected, and 
the extraction liberates a 
quantity of germs that had 
been confined to the tooth 
and its socket*. Severe in- 
fection 
of internal 
organs 


also 
can 
result in scpti- 


cemia.

A Look At Alternatives 


Conflict Of 
Views

In answering the rriticism of nuclear 
physicist Dr. Edward Teller against t h e 
nuclear test ban treaty. President Kennedy 
made two major points. He noted first of 
all that such criticism is not necessarily 
the deciding factor in the issue. He seemed 
to be assuring the nation that disagree­ 
ment on the lest ban treaty with Russia 
.should cau.se no more alarm than would 
disagreement on other subjects of national 
and international importance 
Also, the President asked the nation to 
consider the alternatives to the test ban 
treaty. This is where 
the 
feelings 
of 
Dr. 
Teller come into con­ 
flict with those of a 
majority of the pt'ople 
of this nation. What Dr Teller has said 
in efferl is that there is no way out for 
us in our conflict with communism other 
than that which wc might find through the 
force of arms. President Kennedy has been 
asked if he can “prove” there are no side 
agreements with Russia in connection with 
the nuclear test ban treaty. The request is 
an insulting one and. of course, cannot 
be met. 
Likewise, no one can prove that Dr. 
Teller is right or wrong. In this matter of 
the test ban treaty and all of our relations 
with Russia, the best we can do is rely 
upon our own ability to figure out each 
and every situation as we become involved 
In it. There never has been and never will 
be any guarantee of complete and absolute 
safety from aggression by one nation against 
another. 
It is quite fHissible that Russia has 
some sinister motive in coming to a test 
ban agreement with the United States and 
that we could end up sorry in the long- 
run that we had been a party to the agree­ 
ment. Again, it is impossible to guarantee 
that Russia will keep the treaty or that 
she will not take advantage of it in some 
w’ay or another.

over communism, then we are defeated in 
the very beginning because there simply 
is no such thing as such a guarantee. 
The question, then, Is what path appears 
to offer the greatest safety and security 
for our people. This does not mean that 
we seek our lives at the expense of our 
freedom, that we accept any ideology or 
any principle just for the privilege of be­ 
ing alive. When we seek our safety and 
security, we do so within the framework 
of known essentials. The safety we seek 
is the safety to continue to work and live 
as we have done throughout the history of 
oiir nation. Our safety constitutes our form 
of government, our economic system and 
our social order. We would find no safety, 
quite obviously. In the destruction of all 
that for which we stand today, but rather, 
would find only our complete defeat. 


It is the .safety, the preservation of our 
way of life that i.s sought through the test 
ban agreement, even granting that it can­ 
not be absolutely certain that this is what 
it will do. The theory advanced by Dr. 
Teller appears all too fatalistic to have any 
appeal. It is based on a premi.se of force 
and if force is all that is left in the world 
today, then even what we have and what 
we stand for aren’t much worth protect­ 
ing. anyway 
rertalniy we Intend to maintain a mili­ 
tary position. Including space, which we 
consider equal to or superior to that which 
is held by any other nation of the world. 
We do not intend to become a strict pacifistie 
nation. But what is the purpose of this 
strength? Its purpose is to withstand a 
threat from without, not to exploit others 
from within ourselves. 
To brand the test ban treaty as an im­ 
possibility is to say that we shall never 
find peace short of 
war and we doubt that

At the same time other con­ 
stituents of the blood ithe 
white cells) actively attack 
the germs which are causing 
the infection. 
Septicemia means that the 
germs have broken past this 
barrier and gotten into the 
blood.stream 
Yes. it is “really curah’'» ,” 
but like anything else, some 
ca.ses are more severe than 
others and if not checked, 
can be 
deadly. 
However, 
once the blood 
has been 
cleared of the germ, the at­ 
tack is over. 
Septicemia can be caused 
by almost any of the particu­ 
larly virulent germ organ­ 
isms, but 
the 
commonest 
are streptococcus or staphy­ 
lococcus (“ strep” or “ staph” 
germs).

spreads from some site in 
the skin, but it can follow

.Any elected public official worth his 
salt will wince a little at the thought of 
increasing the tax levy. There are services 
which the official knows are needed and 
w’anted by the public and it is his respon­ 
sibility to see that such services are pro­ 
vided.

YORK - T h r e e 
months ago it would have 
been classified a miracle of 
some sort if Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller 
announced 
he

idential nomination. Today 
it would be deemed a mir­ 
acle if he stated emphatical­ 
ly that he will not be a 
candidate. 
The New Yorker was the 
dominant figure of the Gov­ 
ernors’ convention, and sure- 
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Garst measures progress. He noted that in 
the rich Danube valley in 1955 it took two 
man hours of labor to produce a bushel 
of corn. Today it takes half an hour. 
By contrast we would consider this un­ 
satisfactory. The United States on the aver­ 
age is producing a bushel of corn for every 
5 minutes of human effort. In some of the 
advanced irrigated areas in Nebraska yields 
show a bushel per minute of work. Mr. 
Garst believes soil and climate conditions 
will prohibit such productivity in Russia. 
We have here the implacable yardstick 
by which .American agriculture must live, 
the necessity of super proficient production 
for economic survAa!, against the^ prob’ern 
of surplus production. The dilemma is that 
the farmer who requires four hours of ef­ 
fort to produce a bushel cannot stay on the 
farm, but if he produces a bushel a minute 
the overabundance likewise threatens his 
vocational security. Obviously the farm prob­ 
lem is a national one interwoven into the 
entire diversity of the economy affecting 
even the commonwealths wherein agriculture 
is a principal factor. If proficiency alone 
is going t' 
(iisp‘ace many i rmers sleu.s 
must be taken to provide satisfactory ac­ 
tivity of a different character where tiiey 
presently live. This demands a broader 
look at the problem than most are pres­ 
ently giving it.

that day to be "available if 
needed." 


"We believe it Is prudent 


to take these precautions In 
view of the large crowd," he 
continued. "However, again, 
let me stress thnt we have 
e v e r y indication that t h e 
m a r c h will be orderly and 
dignified." 


The federal troops, if need- 


ed, -would augment a city se- 
curity force scheduled to in- 
e l u d e 2,900 policemen, 2,000

Asked about reports t h a t

They arc going to clog 
the streets of Washington, and 
tliev won't find a place to 
park." 


But Covcll said he is confi- 


dent the police can handle all 
problems. 


"Except for the bonus army

This costs 
them in terms of dying from 
ulcers and high blood pres- 
sure. 


But nations and people with 


a high need for power show a 
ligh rate of murder, suicide 
and cirrhosis—and these na- 
tions tend to be totalitarian 
and warlike. 


In history's view, Rudin 


said, the need-power nations 
tend to start wars—and t h e 


need-achievement nations to 
finish them. 


But o d d l y In the United 


Slates there have been f o r 
some 50 years . Indications 
t h a t the motivations of the 
p e o p l e are changing. The 
need for achievement l» de- 
clining and the need for pow- 
er Increasing, he said. 


Much of his study is based 


on correlating death rates with 
work reported In a book, "The 
Achieving Society" by Dr. Da- 
vid G. McClelland of Harvard 
University. 


McClelland drew parallels 


between 
t h e 
motivational 


teaching of children's books— 
and their later manifestation 
in terms of economic develop- 
ment. 


Trends Paralleled 


Remarkably the kind of stor- 


ies children read directly par- 
allel the kind of death trends 
that show up 25 years or more 
later, Rudin said. 


He studied 17 nations gen- 


erally equal In other respects. 
He found "perfect" correla- 
tion between death rates and 


the achievement-power Indica- 
tions. By way of example, he 
explained It this way: 


" . . . if you frustrate an 


Englishman, he will keep a 
stiff upper lip and develop an 
ulcer; 
If 
you frustrate 
a 


Frenchman, he will d r i n k 
himself to death; if you frus- 
trate an Irishman, he w i l l 
die of angry hypertension; if 
you frustrate a Dane . . . lie 
will shoot himself; and if you 
frustrate an American, he 
will shoot you, then establish 
a million-dollar aid program 
for your relatives. Then he 
will die of an ulcer." 


If—after 
further 
study— 


these indications prove to be 
reliable criteria for measur- 
ing a nation's future, Rudin 


said, they would be invalu- 
able for nations wanting to 
guard against decline, per- 
haps by protecting and guid- 
ing their national motiva- 
tions. 


He said a yet-unpublished 


study of the Soviet Union's 
motivations, based only on 
the magazine USSR which Is 
designed for foreign consump- 
tion, shows the Soviets to ha 
high in need for achievement, 
low in a need for power.

and the Soviet Union agreed 
to establish • diplomatic rela- 
tions and exchange ambassa- 
dors. It will be the first rela- 
tions between them.

On Advisory Opinions 


Ogallala (UPI)-Gov. Frank 


Morrison said Wednesday he 
was "skeptical" about permit- 
ting ttie Legislature to seek 
advisory opinions from the 
State Supreme Court, but that 
he would be willing to con- 
sider such a move in a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature. 


The consideration of a con- 


stitutional amendment permit- 
ting s u c h advisory opinions 
was among Items recommend- 
ed to be taken up In a special 
session by a special legisla- 
tive study committee. 


The committee also recom- 


mended remedial legislation 
be included in a special ses- 
sion to protect contracts writ- 
ten in good faith under the 
unconstitutional 1959 install- 
ment sales act. Another rec- 
ommendation was to include 
legislation to revise the gener- 
al usury law. 


He's 'Not Sold' 


"I'm not sold on letting the 


Legislature ask the Supreme 
Court for opinions," Morrison 
said. "I'm skeptical of it, but 
I'm w i l l i n g to include it 


among matters to be dis- 
cussed." 


The governor said opinions 


f r o m the attorney general's 
office should provide adequate 
protection to the Legislature. 
He said a court opinion wan 
not needed on the 1959 act 
"because me 1959 Legislature 
had plenty of reason to believe 
it unconstitutional." 


He said the attorney gener- 


al had advised the body of 
the law's unconstitutionality. 


Radical 


"It's a dangerous thing for 


the Legislature to do," Morri- 
son said, "and it's not neces- 
sary. It's a radical departure 
from the time-honored con- 
cept of judicial procedure in 
America." 


Morrison also said a special 


session of the Legislature will 
probably be held the first 
week in October as the legis- 
lative study committee recom- 
mended. 


He said he was in the proc- 


ess of contacting senators to 
determine what time would be 
the best for them to go back 
to Lincoln.

Antelope Thriving In N ebraska Area 


Game-management techni­ 
cians have good news for the 
1,250 hunters holding permits 
to take part in the antelope 
season this year. The annual 
aerial i n v e n t o r y showed 
pronghorns thriving on the 
5.570 square miles of range 
they inhabit, with approxi­ 
mately the same number ob­ 
served as were sighted in 
1962. The survey results re­ 
leased by the Game Commis­ 
sion indicated increases in 


three of the 5 management 
areas. 


“ We feel the antelope herd 
is in excellent condition,’’ said 
M. O. Steen, Commission di­ 
rector. “ Each year the herd 
shows healthy growth. This 
means we will be able to pro­ 
vide more fine sport for more 
people each year and still 
maintain a sound pronghorn 
population.” 


The antelope season will 
run Sept. 21 through 23.

white political leaders. 


Line Open

Shores remained open. He 
was one source the white 
leaders never cut off. 


He is a familiar 
figure 


in Birmingham courtrooms, 
where he speaks quietly and 
sometimes humbly as h e 
pleads the cause for human 
dignity for the Xcgro. 


Slightly over 5 feet tall, the 


only distinctive feature of the 
dark Negro man is a close- 
cropped moustache He is a 
native of Birmingham. 


Despairing 


Sitting in the wreckage of 


his house, which Shores said 
cost "about 850,000 with the 
improvements I've made," he 
appears despairing.

The while-haired Democrat- 


ic leader said the amendment 
would "seriously impair" the 
Development Loan Fund, 
which was Initiated under the 
administration of President 
Elsenhower. 


"Are we going to deny to 


President Kennedy what we 
gave to President Eisenhow- 
er?" McConnack asked. 


It is rare for a speaker to 


take the floor while the House 
is considering a bill. When 
he does, he is throwing the 
prestige of his office into the 
balance. It is a signal he re- 
gards the issue as of overrid- 
ing importance. 


McCormack's side won by 


a teller vote of 169 to 155. 


The amendment, offered by 


Rep. Thomas Pelly, R-Wash., 
would have prohibited the re- 
loaning of development loan 
funds that are paid back in- 
to the f u n d , and would re- 
quire a new appropriation In 
each case. 


Pelly contended the ar- 


rangement constituted "back- 
door spending," or direct bor- 
rowing from the Treasury. 
McConnack and Rep. Thomas 
E. Morgan, D-Pa., the bill's 
floor manager, said it was a 
revolving f u n d and dearly 
not backdoor spending.

—Minimum Interest rates
